Navy Board of Inquiry Says Ex- 
cessive Gas Was Generated and 
Ignited by Spark. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—Battery 
trouble is believed to have caused the ex- 
plosion Saturday which destroyed the 
submarine E-2 in the New York navy 
yard, killing five men and seriously in- 
‘juring nine others. This is indicated in 
the report of the board of inquiry which 
investigated the accident and today sub- 
mitted its findings to the navy depart- 
ment. 

The board concluded that the explosion 
was due to an excessive amount of gas, 
principally hydrogen, generated ‘rom the 
storage batteries, forming with the air a 
highly explosive mixture.

Speaking Tour for Wilson. 

The administration has become so 
aiarmed by the evidence of the repudia- 
tion of its Mexican policy not only in con- 
grees but in a large portion of the country 
that the president has been prevailed 
upon to take the stump in his own de- 
fense.

An Enlightened Despotism Un- 
til Anarchy Ceases, Wish 
of Better Class.

One of the many ill founded criticisms 
of the foreigners in Mexico offered by ill 
informed critics is that the foreigner 
oppresses his Mexican employés of the 
peon class. Nothing could be much fur- 
ther from the facts, in the main. The 
truth is that the American treats his 
employés so much better than they ever 
were treated by Mexicans that the latter 
protest against the “ spoiling ot serv- 
ants. 

There is no taskmaster much more 


severe than the high class Mexican, no 


matter how liberal his education in Eu- 
rope or the United States, where the 
wealthy young men and women are sent 
early in life. There is no one in Mexico 
more intolerant of the peon’s vices or 
lack of virtues. There is no one there 
with less confidence in the quick develop- 
ment of the Mexican people to a point 
where self-government is conceivable. 


Better Mexicans Doomed. 

If the overcoming of these prejudices 
is a requisite for settlement, Gen. Car- 
ranza is goifig about it in an effective 
manner, for one circumstance attending 
the revolution is the rapid elimination of 
the better class Mexican. He has been 
killed or exiled, or has anticipated such 
& program and fied voluntarily, gener- 
ally leaving behind everything which life 
holds for him, country, friends, property, 
hope, and he has taken up residence 
abroad. 

One of the survivors in Mexico City 
expressed regret that more of the real 
Mexicans,” as well as a group of foreign- 
ers of the same station in life, could not 
be present on one occasion. 

But I don't think there are any left 
except one said the hostess jocu- 
larly. 

„How can you say such a thing?” said 
he indignantly. ‘* Why, there are, h'm. 
there are fully five in Mexico City. Yes, 
five.” . 


Five Real Mexicans Left. 

Five. ‘Five Mexicans of good blood and 
breeding in the capital of the republic 
their ancestors had helped create. Poor 
Don J—— did not know it, but his remark 
was a tragedy in itself. 

Most of the five were interviewed at 
length. Just one showed a fair degree 

of confidence that Mexico might be able 
to work out its own salvation—if Gen. 
Carranza, for whom this Mexican has a 
good deal of regard, will dispose of most 
of his advisers, for whom in the main he 
has no regard at all. 

“ Ignoring the question of honesty.“ he 
explained. about which a great deal 
could be said, but which is so patent that 
it needs no protracted discussion, let me 
say that most of the first chief’s advis- 
ers are entirely inexperienced. They have

started wrong and they eee wrong. 5 
They wish to buy ammunition and they 
dispose of the reserve, which should be 
the last thing to go. They need moreand 
more money when they know it must be 
redeemed at a much higher figure. There 
comes a time when a state policy should 
be decided swiftly and surely, and they 
delay, delay, delay until conditions al- 
ready bad have become worse. 


Carranza Slow, Aids Hasty. | 
„My criticisms of Mr. Carranza’s ad- 
visers, or one of my criticisms, is that 
they are too swift in doing the things 
which should be done slowly or not at all. 
My chief criticism of the firat chief is 
that the things which require speed he 
does too slowly—or not at all. The dimfi- 
culty is that these two extremes don't 


‘balance and make a good mean. 


I blame the United States, however, 
for much the same blunders. I blame your 
country for not acting promptly when it 
was apparent that there was grave trou- 
ble coming for Madero. Prompt action 
by the United States would have checked 
trouble. It needed no intervention, but 
only a demonstration. Mexico was afraid 
of the United States—then. 

Lam glad that Carranza is recognized 
at last, for it is possible he can work out 
the solution, but I assure you he will not 
do it unless there is a radical change in 
his advisers.“ 


Urges Foreign Advisers. 

Pressed for his opinion as to the right 
sort of advisers, it developed that he be- 
lieved the foreigners in Mexico, notably 
the foreign bankers, were the best possi- 
ble. He admitted mournfully that their 
advice had been offered to the first chief 
and rejected flatly. 

Another, more typical, was inter- 
viewed. He was asked whether the for- 
eigners’ treatment of Mexican peons was 


wrong. 

Tes.“ he said sharply, “all wrong. 
The foreigners treat these creatures al- 
together too well. They don’t understand 
them any more than your New England- 
ers, who started the abolition of sla- 
very, understood the black men. Un- 
derstand in the beginning that the Mex- 
ican peon is not an American or a Euro- 
pean. He is born a thief, and a beggar, 
and a liar, and a murderer, and a pig. 
There is an old Spanish proverb to the 
effect that one button is enough for a 
Sample. You need not open a whole box 
of buttons. You need not examine every

\ Diaz rat Great Mexican. 

Don Porfirio was a splendid exception, 
the one great man the whole Mexican 
Indian race has produced in our time, a 
great man standing alone, and at the 
same time a man to whom I would not 
speak, much less accept favor from, be- 
cause I could not bring myself to shake 
hands with a murderer. And yet he was 
great, and, because he was great, he 
knew how to treat his people—to thrust 
them down, to rule them with an tron 
hand, and keep them subdued until slow 
education should fit them for government, 

They deserve nothing better until edu- 
cation lifts them upward, and, believe 
me, they want nothing better. At the 
Madero election they were all assured 
that they could vote. And 5 per cent did 
vote. Just 5 per cent. Does that look 
like a mighty demand for suffrage? 

Mexico needs a despotism such as an 

enlightened foreign power could give it 
unil it is prepared for government. We 
have today an anarchy which is becom- 
ing worse, for every day the mob grows 
drunker with its power.“ 
That is generally the attitude of the top 
strata of Mexican society. It is a view- 
point which makes it easier to under- 
stand how Don Porfirio’s sway developed 
its most striking traits.

DENYING THE NATION 
Pacifism is popular in the United States for other 
res tons than its apparent cheapness. Pacifism is a 
banner around which may be rallied all the idealistic 
doctrines which our citizens like so much. Brotherly 
love, the whole theory of the soft answer which 


turneth away wrath, the altruism which we are 80 


fond of talking about—all of these theories which 
work only imperfectly in private life of every day 


doctrines cannot be applied consistently in humdrum 
everyday existence, they can be applied at least in 
international relations. It is a fine thing to be able 
to.avow all these time honored virtues and seem to 
mean them. 

They think they are doing a glorious religious 
thing, worthy in every respect, when they oppose 
the building of more ships or the training of more 
soldiers. These men are trained to fight and these 
ships are built to destroy. These are undesirable 
ends. : 

But the pacifists, most of them, know not what 
they do. They do not realize that their doctrine 
denies the necessity of the United States. 

The only reason that nations exist is because peo- 
ple can get some peace by being ready to fight for 
each other. In the middle ages people lived in 
walled cities when they could. They did not build 
the walls in order to cut off the view of the sur- 
rounding country, but because the wall would pre- 
vent the enemy from killing them. They did not live 
together huddled in cities because they loved their 
brothers, but because with their brothers they were 
effective against those who interfered with them. It 
paid to yield some of their liberty to military domin- 


Nations grew up for the same reason. Associa- 


It gave shelter to peaceful industry. It enabled 
people to live more or less as they pleased. Had 
there been no necessity for self-defense there would 
have been no necessity of living in closely knit) 
groups. Nations fall when they forget the reason 
for their association. When individual comfort and; 
individual wealth grow more important than this 
ideal of codperation the nation disintegrates. 

When ‘pacifists deny the need of self-defense they 
are denying the nation. They are disgarding the 
fundamental principle upon which the United States 
was built. Although they are inclined to offer in 
its stead a kind of internationalism which may some 
day come to pass, they are for ¢hrowing aside the 

by which such internationalism as now exists 
was brought into being. 

Our pacifists have denied the United States more 
than thrice. We do not call them traitors any more 
than Peter was called a traitor. But we hope that 
the cock will not crow too late. ä 


Mise GAY BIRDS. 

Burges Johnson of the department of English 
at Vassar gives in the January Harper’s the results 
of an inquiry he directed to a number of naturalists 
regarding the habits of some sadly behaved wood- 
peckers in the state of Maine. 

Maine woodpeckers would be more rather than 
less respectable than woodpeckers in Illinois. Maine 
is a prohibition state and Illinois is not and the 
habits into which Mr. Johnson inquired were such 
as prohibition is intended to correct. 

In Illinois, even as in Maine and elsewhere, wood- 
peckers and flickers are heard, the hearer full of 
rage, hammering the most resonant piece of sheet 
metal they can find about the premises. The wood- 
pecker is a wise bird. He knows there is no worm 
or egg in the sheet metal. Why, then, is he at work 
on it, disturbing. the whole neighborhood? 

In Maine Mr. Johnson found folk knew why the 
woodpecker did it. He was disorderly. He wanted 
to disturb the peace and the reason he wanted to 
was because he was drunk. He had spiflicated him- 
self om hard sap and he had done it intentionally. 
He had drilled holes in a birch tree and had allowed 
the sap to collect and ferment. Then he had come 
back and become pie eyed on this tipple and started 
to raise a roughhouse. That was why he and his 
kind: pecked on metal sheets until they drove folk 
half crazy. 

The speculation was interesting to Mr. Johnson. 
f the facts were true they convicted the birds of 
capacity for sinning. He submitted them to a 
of naturalists. William T. Hornaday of 
the New York Zodlogical park at first advised that 
the “ alleged observations be regarded as not proven,” 
but later, on a further presentation of facts, con-

Thompson Seton said briefly that it was an absurd 
fable.” John Burroughs conceded that both birds 
and insects might get drunk on fermented sap. 

John B. Watson of Johns Hopkins university re- 
pitied that fermentation might take place in holes 
in trees and that the birds might drink the fer- 
mented sap. “I have seen robins in a ‘logy’ con- 
ition upon very ripe berries in the south.” 

H. W. Henshaw of the department of agriculture 
said that there was not the slightest doubt that the 


indicated) and that other species were known to 
do it, although not habitually. Francis H. Herrick 
of Western Reserve university never bad seen an 
intoxicated woodpecker, but had heard that occasion- 
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into the facts. Some of the worst criminals of hie- 
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ton W. Loveland, ornithologist of the Rhode Island 
state board of agriculture, had observed humming- 
birds which seemed to be stimulated after they had 


dipped into the holes in birch made by woodpeckers 


and that squirrels had been made logy by this sap. 

Mr. Johnson, after production of much and 
weighty testimony, leaves the important question 
unsolved. Do birds get drunk and do it deliber- 
ately? Gosh! how they dread it. If they do, as 
he suggests, there is a field of endeavor—for “ gently 
bred canaries from clergymen’s households ’—but 
this is flippancy. 

Mr. Johnson of his own knowledge knows only 
this: That waodpeckers in Maine do attack birch 
trees and kill them by boring holes in them. That 
he has seen. They flock by scores to the trees 80 
treated. The Maine folk, who are prohibitionists, 
say the birds get soused. 

The person who in the early morving has pounded 
an uneasy pillow because a woodpecker persista in 
working upon a tin drain pipe outside his window 
will be interested to contemplate the possibility that 
the bird is drunk and maliciously disorderly. 


INEFFICIENT DEMOCRACY. 

The annual report of the secretary of the interior 
touches hopefully on the reclamation of arid lands 
through irrigation. In -Arizona, he reports,“ the 
government is reclaiming the desert. The lowland 
will grow almost anything from dates to alfalfa.” 

Thus far the United States has spent about $100,- 
000,000 on projects similar to that which the secre- 
tary mentions. It is an umusually laudable object. 
On its face and in its purpose it has not the taint 
which even almost necessary postoffices and harbor 
improvements carry. Turning thousands of acres of 
desert into productive farm lands makes for the 
prosperity of the country and the money need by the 
government is simply public money invested in 
profitable industry. This is at least how it looks on 
the surface; and what it would be if all this work 
were not rendered abortive by private selfishness. 
How selfish interest contrives to pervert the ener- 
gies of the government so that these irrigation proj- 
ects totally fail in their effect is revealed by Elwood 
Mead, a professor of rural institutions in the Uni- 
versity of California. 

He is at present a member of a commission which 
is attempting to salvage what remains of several 
large governmental projects. 

What the government intends in each case is to 
make arid plots of land fertile, to attract thrifty 
settlers, and thus to increase the production of the 
country. The farmers in each case are required to 
repay the government, out of the greatly increased 
earnings, the original cost of the irrigation system. 
Unfortunately others than farmers are allowed to 
have a hand init. By the time an irrigation system 
is completed land dealers own a large part of it. 
They open the plots to settlers and sell at land office 
prices. Settlers pay an increased price for the land, 
not to the governmeat, which made the land valuable, 
but to the land speculators. They also pay the gov- 
ernment for the improvement through the water 
taxes. Land dealers, not settlers, benefit by the well 
intentioned activities of the government. 

The natiòn does not benefit. The high price of the 
land, lack of supervision of the settlers once they 
have purchased, lack of discrimination in those who 
are permitted to purchase, and high interest rates, 
have ruined a number of these projects. Prof. 
Mead’s commission is attempting to prevent a whole- 
sale abandonment of these costly works. But be- 
— the government gets es money back it is gat 


complished. A large class of independent landhold- 
ers is not created. Youths are not attracted from 
the cities. Dates and alfalfa do not grow in the 
desert, or if they do they are not profitable, except 
to the land speculator. 

Land reclamation as it is accomplished in this 
country is simply another ingenious method of milk- 
ing the government cow. It is a stunning example 
of inefficient democracy, benign but impotent. It is 
an example of what the United States must over- 
come if it is to compete on equal terms with the 
highly organized nations of the world. 


PROBLEMS OF YOUTH. 
Because we have begun to realize that a good many 
of the offenses of youth are not criminal but per- 
verted outbursts of normal youth, some of us have 
gone to the extreme of disbelieving in criminal im- 
pulse. Our reliance has been environment. Give a 
boy the right environment and he will not go wrong. 
That fitted into our easy optimism. It does not fit 


tory have sprung from favorable worldly circum- 
stances. They were not poor, underfed, oppressed, 
unfriended, or uneducated. 
Doubtless the psychopath would prove them in- 
sane. 
None of these considerations offers much consola- 
tion to victims, nor does it relieve society of the 
need of defending its members from criminal acts. 
We are now in a transition period between the 
old punitive system and some new system which will 
distinguish in treatment between congenital crim- 
inals, criminals produced by vicious social conditions, 
and offenders that are really not criminals at all. 
Our machinery is patched up, unbalanced, half fin- 
ished. We condone brutal degenerates on the en- 
vironment theory. We thrust normal boys who are 
victims of bad environment or normal adolescence 
into jail on petty offenses. We create courts and 
probation systems without the necessary means of 
carrying out the objects for which we create them. 
In short, we undo with one hand what we do with 
The people of this country, and especially the re- 
formers, need to learn the lesson of patience and 
even to endure the pain of thorough thinking. We 
need to realize that good intentions do not condone 
stupid measures. | 
Basically the problem of youth in the city streets 
is that of youth at the country club and on the boule- 
vards. It is the problem of undisciplined and mis- 
directed energy. American youth needs more than 
anything else a manly discipline, and one of the chief 
reasons for the adoption of universal military train- 
ing is this need for inculcating generally the self- 
respecting virtue of obedience to something higher 
‘and better than ourselves,

When 
stye is beginning to form it may de aborted 
by hot fomentationa of boracic acid solution. 
In some instances it is necessary to pull out 
the eyelash which runs through it, and touch 
the swelling with strong carbolic acid or tinc- 
ture of fodine. If pus has formed, however, 
the stye must be opened by an incision parallel 
to the edge of the lid. This should always be 
done by a physician. To hasten the recovery, 
warm fomentations or hot stupes may be ap- 
plied. Some cases require further treatment 
with a nuld mercurial ointment. 

When styes recur as a result of some dis- 
turbance in the general health, it is sometimes 
necessary to give atonic. This, together with 
the proper diet and exercise, is usually ali that 
is needed to effect a cure. .

| A MARQUISE DE oH T. 


| ENERAL HUBERT LYAUTEY, 
the brilliant conqueror of Mo- 
rocco, and its first governor gen- 
eral, has given another illustra- 
tion of his cleverness by inducing 
the military authorities at Paris to ship 
to Morocco many tens of thousands of 
their German prisoners of war, instead 
of interning them in France. 

German agents making their headquar- 
ters in the Spanish portion of Morocco, 
and working, so tospeak, under the Span- 
ish flag, have been able since the begin- 
ning of the war to stir up trouble among 
the natives against France by spreading 
reports that the kaiser was victorious all 
along the line, and that France was beaten 
to her knees. So effective were these re- 
ports of German agents that native be- 
lief in France's defeat by Germany 
spread far and wide through northern 
Africa, giving rise to unrest. 


„ 


But the arrival of shipload after ship- 
load of German officers and soldiers, in 
their uniforms, in Morocco, and also in 
A and Tunis, as prisoners of war, 
has had the effect of convincing the na- 
tives that they had been misled by the 
Kaiser's agents, and that it was the 
French, instead of the Germans, who had 
been victorious. Moreover, the spectacle 
of Germans in uniform being employed 
in. public works in alt parts of Morocco 
has disillusioned the natives altogether 
about Emperor William, and has created 
a profound impression upon them; so 
much so that they are quieter and more 
amenable to French authority than ever 
before. 
_As long as the conservative govern- 
ment, with its Teuton sympathies, was 
in power at Madrid, no check was placed 
by the Spanish colonial authorities upon 
the activities of the German agents, na- 
tive and foreign, using Spanish Morocco 
as a basis for their operations in French

He dropped his name of 
James, and Germanized the others into 
Richard Milner,’* marrying at Dussel- 
dorf a German lady, Sophie vom Rappard, 
In 1825 he moved to Neuss and wag then 
officially regarded as a German citizen. 
He had several children. Of these one 
became a professor of the public school 
or “gymnasium” at Kreuznach. A sec. 
ond became a Lutheran minister in the: 
Rhine province. A third son became a 
“landwirth,” that is, gentleman farmer, 
in the province of Posea. Their sons and 
grandsons are serving in the German 
army today.

The fourth son of the ex-James Rich- 
ardson Milmer was born at Neusson June 
20, 1830, and according to his baptismal 
certificate received the name of Karl. He 
was educated at Bonn. In 1850 his name 
is found on the roster of those Hable as 
Germans to military service. He studied 
medicine at Bonn, at Giessen, and at Tu- 
bingen, where he took his medica] degree 
in 1856: In 1853, being then a student of 
at Cologne,

From 1861 to 1867, that is to say, for 
six years, Dr. Karl Mimer practiced in 
London as an M. D. of Tubingen. In 
1867 he returned to Tubingen, becoming 
a professor of the university. There he 
remained for the rest of his life, con- 
tracting a couple of years after the death 
of his first wife another marriage witha 
German lady, Elise von Walz. 

‘Lord Milner was educated in the first 
place by his English mother in Germany, 
and also attended some classes at Tu- 
bingen. On his mother’s death and at 
her request he entered King’s college in 
London, passing from thence to Oxford, 
where he became one of the shining lights 
of Baliol college. Securing a well paid 
fellowship he was able to study for the 
bar, went into journalism, on the staff of 
the Pall Mall Gazette, attracted the at- 
tention of Lord Goschen, who first ap- 
pointed him as his private secretary, and 
then under secretary of state for finance 
in Egypt. His subsequent governor gen- 
eralship of South Africa brought him an 
elevation to the peerage. There is no 
record of his ever having been natural- 
ized. But on the other hand there is no 
proof that his English grandfather was 
ever naturalized as a German citizen.

POTASH AND THE COTTON CROP, 

Springfield, Mass., Jan, 16.—[Bditor of 
The Tribune. Tour Mr. Roeder has put 
Alfred Lohmann, president of the Bremen 
chamber of commerce, in an unfortunate 
dilemma. He makes Mr. Lohmann say 
that the falling off in cotton production in 
the south In 1915 was due to a lack of pot- 
ash from Germany. He states this fall- 
ing off was from 16,000,000 bales in 1914 to 
11,500,000 balgsgig 1916. Then he con- 
tinues, according to the Roeder version; 
“If potash should not reach the United 
States before next spring the new crop ‘as 
bound to fall off another 28 per gent.“ 

As a business man Mr. Lohmann sure- 
ly knows that the 11,500,000 bales of cotton 
n 1915 were worth as much as the 16.000. 
000 bales in 1914. Suppose still jess cot- 
ton is produced in 1916? Each Dale will 
be worth more. But the south is not los- 
ing by curtailing its cotton production. 
It is true that lack of potash has reduced 
yield, but last year the southern farmers 
used better cultural methods than ever 
before. Moreover, many thousands of 
them diversified their crops. The south 
raised more grain, hogs, cattle, and vege- 
tables. As a result it is more prosperous 
today than before the war. If Mr. Loh- 
mann's other statements and his deduc- 
tions therefrom are, on an average, no 
more sound than his cotton arguments 
his arguments will not carry weight with

IN GAS VICTIM: 
BY NEW BLOOD 


Surgoons Use Transfusion Here 
[a First Test of Its Kind 
InAmerica, 


PRAISE FOR OR, BURME:STER, 


Weak and bewildered, but with a flush 
of health already spreading over his face, 
Gustav Mussel lay on a cot in a special 
ward of the county hospital last night and 
asked the attendants haltingly what had 
happened to him. 

Ten hours before Mussel. to all intents 
and purposes, had been dead. He had 
been found in the last stages of asphyzia- 
tion in a gas filled room at a Milwaukee 
avenue lodging house. , 

„Nö hope,“ said the physicians in the 
receiving ward at the hospital when he | 

was wheeled in from the police ambu- 
lance. 

First of Kind in America. 
For once the verdict was wrong. Mus- 


gel is well on the way to recovery, and, reason close observation of the case will 


although he doesn’t quite understand it, 
he holds the distinction of being the sub- 
ject of the first operation in America in 
which blood transfusion has been used 
to save the life of a patient who has been 
overcome by gas. 

„ Rack from the dead? Well, it was 
almost that,“ said Dr. Karl A. Meyer, as- 
sistant warden of the hospital, who per- 
formed the operation. It happened that 
Mussel's heart hadn’t quite stopped beat- 
ing when the blood was transfusion was 
made. 

„But the wonderful thing about this 
operation is what it shows in regard to 
other cases. We know now that it is pos- 
sible by this method to restore life after 
the victim has been actually dead for 
eight or ten minutes—that is, after pulse, 
respiration, and all indications of life 
have ceased.” 


Awed by His Experience. ) 
Mussel was sufficiently recovered to 
tell of his experience through an inter- 
preter~he is a Pole, with a wife and 
baby in Poland—but he seemed awed by 
what he had been through and was lit- 
tle inclined to talk. 

Dr. Meyer said fun credit for the opera- 
tion wae due to Dr. William H. Burmelis- 
ter, coroner’s physician, who announced 
last week that he had restored the lives of 
many animale, technically dead from gas 
asphyxiation, by the blood transfusion 
method. 

As the normal blood unaffected by the 
gas, passed through Museel’s veins he 
revived almost immediately. 


Praised by Surgeons. 

Physicians and other authorities de- 
clared last night that the operation 
marks a highly important advance in 
medical science. 

“I do not know of any other case in 
which blood transfusion has been used 
to save the life of a victim of gas as- | 
phyxiation,” said Dr. John B. Murphy. | 
“If this is the first, as no doubt it is, 
it is a remarkable thing. 

Blood transfusion, of course, is com- 
mon, and the method has been greatly 
simplified in the last few years. It used 
to be extremely difficult.” 

This is extremely important,“ said Dr. 
John F. Golden. Dr. Burmeister seems 
to have had the right idea, and to have 
worked it out cerrectly. Moreover, the 
principle ig correct. It remains to be 
seen, of course, what effect the operation 
will have on the patient in the end. 

The method certainly should be widely 
tried. I am sure I shall try it if a case 
of this kind is brought me. Asphyzxiation, 
you see, is a destruction of the patient’s 
blood through an attack on the hemo- 
globin cells. If these vitiated celle can be 
replaced with celle from normal blood the 
thing is done. The principle is simple 
and right.” 


Calls Operation Wonderful. 

Dr. George W. Webster was even more 
enthusiastic. 

“It is very wonderful,” he said, “ and 
means a great deal to medical science. 
The whole thing in blood circulation is 
to keep the oxygen going to the tissues. 
Asphyziation hinders the normal loose 
chemical combination of the hemoglobin 
with the oxygen and creates a condition 
where the blood will not give up its oxy- 
gen. If this condition can be overcome 
it certainly ie a wonderful thing, and if it 
can be done with one there is no reason 
why it cannot be done with others.“
